McGraw, Charles Martin, Carrie Sow- 
ers and Georgia Edwards T?era arrest- 
ed at Celina last night by Sheriff 
SehuDk, charged with the murder of 
John Dilley, the Beaverdam man 
whose body was found in the reservoir 
near Celina three weeks ago.

It is slotrly beginning to dawn upon 


England and upon Europe at large that 
the struggle in South Africa Is marking 
a revolution In tue methods of military 
Avar/fare no less radical than that 
which the ilonltor-JItrrimac fight sig- 
nalized a generation ago in naval war- 
fare, writes the London correspondent 
of the New York Sun. A new military 
truism has been evolved from the ter- 
rible experiences of three British ar- 
inies during- tho past three months— 
namely, that an intrenched force equip- 
ped •« ith modern small artus is invinei- 
ble-a^ain^t any frontal attack made in 
the open. When this proposition was 
first made on behalf of the armies of 
Buller, Gafciere and Methuen. it was 
received more as a charitable excuse 
from apologists for British disasters 
than as a genuine military discovery- 
There is no doubt that British gener- 
als, nearly all of them, have been 
guilty of grave tactical blunders, but 
there is no doubt also that the science 
ot war has changed. It ia a. change, 
moreover, which militates against the 
favorite methods of British campaign- 
Ing more than ng-jinst those of any 
other country. It is a change which 
robs war of half its niartinl glory, a 
change "\vhleh minimizes valor and sub- 
stitutes the cool, silent brain work of a , 
good chess player for the charge of a 
light brigade.

It is not a welcome change for offi- 


cers or men in England. It does not i 
reduce the hardships of war: it in- j 
creases its drudgery and tedium and) 
almost .eliminates its excitement and) 
opportunity for personal distinction. 
In a word, it will make war and mili- 
tary life unpopular for tho ranlc and 
ale, Th« uiJlaiate effect -will probably 
be a distinct decline in the- martial | 
spirit which is the indispensable main-j 
stay of all armies.

The birth of this new martial .era is! 


now Chronicled.in all the letters coming j 
from the front which are based upon ] 
sound military judgment. The event; 
is recorded "In every Instance -with evi- 
dent 'disappointment, I'or UieAvriters do 
not conceal their regret that war has 
been stripped.of the greater part of its I 
exhilaration and Its Individual aud j 
collective heroism. But the lesson has 
been forced home in deadly fashion. 
The -writer of the letter from which tha 
following extract is taken does not yet 
realize the full force of tho new ordfcr j 
of thing;?, but his description of th« i 
modern conditions is Instructive.

Within the last year or two it has 
spread Into the St Maurice territory, 
and thence Into the country north of 
Late St. John. In tho vicinity of Que- 
bec specimens have lately been seen 
swimming across the St Lawrence 
from the south shore to the north 
shore. In the localities where it is. most 
abundant, namely. In the Ottawa and 
Gaspe districts, in the Metapedia val- 
ley, north of Montreal, the neighbor- 
hood ot Lake Megantic and the coun-; 
ties of Beauce, L'Islet and Kamour- 
aska, it has increased to such an ex- 
tent as to be a nnieance to the farm- 
ers, whose crops it ravishes. It seems 
particularly fond of peas. Large num- 
bers of this beautiful animal are now 
falling daily to the guns ol visitisg 
sportsmen.—Toronto Sunday .World.
